Miles In Air 


First scientific results of Lieut. 
Commander T. G. W. Settle’s strato: | 
sphere flight made public showed “pag 
life in the form of fungus spores or 
molds can survive 11 mileg above 
earth where humans would die if un- | 
protected." | 

Spores of seven kinds ‘of fungi, ‘or| 
tiny plants, which Commander Settle | 
carried to the stratosphere on the out- | 
side of his balloon ‘‘Gondolo,”. lived | 
through temperatures far below zero, | 
rarified air, low atmospjheric pressure | 
and increased ultra-violet light to | 
which they were subjected to on the} 
trip, reported F. C. Meier, plant path- | 
ologist of the department of agricul- | 
ture. 

The spores germinated readily after 
their return. 

It was the first time in the 4 ebes 
of science that living spores had been | 
| sent to such a height above the earth 
and brought back for scientific an- | 

ose sie They were carried inside and | 
outside cotton balls tied to the gon- 
dola of the balloon. 

‘The spores were those of common 
fungi that float about everywhere 
rear the earth’s surface. Meler sought 
;to learn how high in the air they | 
| might travel and live. The tests show, | 
he said, that these spores, too small 
, to be. seen without a microscope, are |
